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JOHN  OSBORNE  AUSTIN,  of  Providence,  R.I.,  author  of  “The  Gen¬ 
ealogical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island,”  “Ancestry  of  Thirty-three  Rhode 
Islanders,”  “One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Allied  Families,”  etc.,  etc.,  very 
truly  says: — 

“A  proper  pride  in  an  honest  descent  is  pardonable;  but  no  one  will 
magnify  the  merits  of  a  particular  line  of  ancestors,  when  he  sees  that 
it  has  had  to  pay  tribute  to  scores  of  distinct  families  within  the  limits 
of  but  a  few  generations.” 


*THOMAS1  KELTON  was  a  resident  of  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1661.  He  or 
his  parents  may  have  been  there  much  earlier,  but  no  traces  of  them  are 
found.  On  the  town  records  we  find  the  births  of  two  children,  from 
which  we  gain  the  information  that  the  name  of  his  wife  was  Susanna. 
As  we  can  trace  no  other  of  the  name,  we  infer  the  women  married  in 
1701,  1706  and  1713,  must  have  been  their  daughters.  If  this  conjecture 
be  true,  the  family  record  would  be  as  follows,  though  probably  not  in 
order  of  birth:  Thomas,1  probably  died  Oct.  18,  1699,  in  Dorchester, 
Mass.

These  items  of  service  in  the  army  were  obtained  from  original  and 
official  documents,  and  are  therefore  valuable. 


1.  Thomas5  Kelton.  Was  living  in  Warwick,  Mass,  before  his 
enlistment.  He  was  born  in  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  where  he  enlisted  Dec.  8, 
1776.  Served  in  the  same  company  with  his  brother  Benjamin  Kelton. 
The  officers  were  Capt.  Hill,  Lieut.  John  Davis  and  Ensign  Brown,  all 
of  Rehoboth.  Discharged  at  Howland’s  Ferry,  March  8,  1777. 

He  was  a  son  of  Enoch4  (John,3  Thomas,2  Thomas1). 


2.  Benjamin  Kelton.  Private.  Went  out  from  Swansea,  Mass. 
Served  from  Dec.  8,  1776,  till  March  8,  1777.  Was  a  substitute  for  Philip 
Miller.  The  officers  were  Captain  Hill  and  Lieut.  John  Davis,  of  Reho¬ 
both.  Discharged  at  Howland’s  Ferry. 

Again  served  from  Jan.  2,  1778,  till  April  3,  1778, — three  months.  Was 
a  substitute  for  John  Hale.  The  officers  were  Captain  Perley  Peck,  of 
Swansea;  Col.  Daggett,  of  Rehoboth;  Lieut.-Col.  Haddick,  of  Bartlett. 

“Was  also  out  in  frequent  ‘alarms’  in  1777  and  1778.” 

He  lived  in  Warwick,  Mass.,  for  nine  years  after  the  war.  In  1832,  he 
had  lived  in  Leyden,  Mass.,  for  forty  years,  and  was  seventy-seven  years 
of  age.

1st  Lt.  John  Davis;  and  2d  Lt.  Samuel  Brown. 

He  was  born  in  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  and  lived  there  for  twenty-nine 
years.  In  1832,  he  was  living  in  Taunton,  Mass. 

He  was  a  son  of  Enoch4  (John,3  Thomas,2  Thomas1). 
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4.  Edward  Kilton.  Private.  Went  out  in  a  Milton  company.  Served 
one  year  from  Dec.  1775,  in  a  regiment  of  the  Mass.  Line.  The  officers 
were: — Capt.  Elijah  Vose  and  Lt.-Col.  John  Greaton. 

He  married  Hannah  Bird,  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  Oct.  29,  1789.  He 
died  in  Suffolk  Co.,  Mass.,  Sept.  3,  1840. 

He  was  sixty-one  years  of  age  in  1818. 


5.  Jonathan5  Kelton.  Private.  Enlisted  for  three  years,  May  14, 
1777,  in  the  9th  Mass.  Reg’t.  The  officers  were: — Captain  Blanchard 
and  Col.  James  Wesson.  Discharged  May  14,  1780. 

He  was  a  son  of  Jonathan4  (Jonathan,3  Thomas,2  Thomas1). 


6.  Lucas5  Kelton.  Private.  He  enlisted  May  14,  1777,  in  the  9th 
Mass.  Regiment.  The  officers  were: — Captain  Blanchard  and  Col.  James 
Wesson.  He  died  while  in  camp  at  Valley  Forge,  March  7,  1778. 

He  was  a  son  of  Jonathan4  ( Jonathan 3  Thomas,2  Thomas1). 


7.  Morril  Kilton.  Sergeant.  Enlisted  for  three  years,  Jan.  21,  1777, 
in  the  8th  Mass.  Regiment.  Captain  Wiley;  and  Col.  Michael  Jackson. 

He  was  transferred  to  the  7th  Mass.  Regiment,  Oct.  23,  1777.  Capt. 
Blanchard;  and  Col.  Ichabod  Alden. 


8.  John  Kelton.  Enlisted  for  three  years,  in  Feb.  1781,  in  the  3d 
Mass.  Regiment.  Captain  Story;  Col.  Jackson;  and  Adjutant  John  R. 
Stafford.  He  was  discharged  in  the  State  of  New  York,  Dec.  31,  1783. 
His  discharge  was  signed  by  Major-General  Henry  Knox. 

He  married  Rachel  Wait,  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  June  4,  1772. 

John  died  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  Feb.  4,  1827,  aged  eighty  years. 

A  son  of  John  went  to  Missouri  about  1827  or  ’30,  and  in  1847  it  was 
not  known  if  this  son  were  living. 
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Mrs.  Elizabeth  Granger,  a  daughter  of  John,  was  living  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  in  1847. 

(NOTE.  The  following  telegram,  which  appeared  in  a  New  York  paper,  explains 
itself) : 

“Pittsfield,  Mass.,  Feb.  4,  1888.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Granger  died  here  to-day  at  one 
o’clock  at  the  age  of  nearly  103  years.  She  was  bom  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  May  8, 
1785.  Her  maiden  name  was  Kelton.  She  came  to  Pittsfield  in  1810,  when  she  married 
Bernice  Granger,  who  died  in  1813,  since  which  time  she  has  lived  on  Penn  Street. 
She  is  thought  to  have  been  the  oldest  woman  in  the  State.  She  was  a  member  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church  for  66  years,  and  remembered  distinctly  when 
Lafayette  visited  Pittsfield.”

Holmes  Nash,  Mass.  Militia.  Discharged  at  Robbinston,  Maine,  Nov.  11, 
1813.  Married  Hannah  H.  Farnsworth,  in  1817.  Enlisted,  married  and 
died  in  Jonesboro,  Maine. 

He  was  born  Oct.  10,  1795,  and  was  a  son  of  Benjamin5  (Jonathan,4

In  1853,  he  was  seventy-one  years  of  age,  and  living  in  Warren  Co., 
Tenn. 
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20.  Ammi  Kelton.  Private.  Born  in  Northampton,  Mass.  Enlisted 
at  Pittsfield,  Mass.  Capt.  William  L.  Foster.  9th  U.  S.  Infantry. 

Discharged  March  29,  1815,  at  the  General  Hospital,  Cantonment 
Greenbush,  on  account  of  wounds  received  in  the  Battle  of  Chippewa, 
Upper  Canada,  July  5,  1814. 

“Wounded  by  bursting  of  a  shell  in  his  left  foot,  which  has  fractured 
the  bones  and  distorted  the  ankle.” 


21.  Elihu  Kelton.  Private.  Enlisted  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  Sept.  18, 
1814.  Capt.  Timothy  Page.  Col.  Joseph  Dudley.  Mass.  Militia.  Discharged 
at  Fort  Warren,  Mass.,  Nov.  30,  1814. 

He  was  born  Sept.  28,  1791,  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  where  he  married 
Ann  Blackman,  in  December,  1818.  He  died  Jan.  14,  1878,  in  Hubbard  - 
ston,  Mass.  (They  had  four  children.) 

He  was  the  son  of  Ebenezer5  and  Abigail  (Bird)  (Elihu,4  Edward ,3 
Thomas,2  Thomas1).  (They  had  six  children.) 

Ebenezer5  was  born  Jan.  15,  1762,  and  died  June  16,  1823. 

Abigail  Bird  was  born  Aug.  3,  1766,  and  died  May  20,  1801.

Foreword 

“The  Keltons  are  an  ancient  family  in  Scotland.  Many  references  are 
made  to  them  in  Scottish  History.  The  name  is  pronounced  with  the 
accent  on  the  2nd  syllable.  The  land  on  which  the  new  city  of  Edinburgh 
is  built  is  said  to  belong  to  the  Kelton  heirs.  Mary  Kelton  married  John 
Gasselle  of  the  family  who  accompanied  Mary  Queen  of  Scotts  from 
Poictiers  on  her  return  to  her  native  land.  The  Keltons  early  began  to 
emigrate  to  America,  the  first  reaching  South  Carolina  between  1640 
and  1645.  Like  many  other  Scots,  the  Keltons  aided  in  colonizing  Ireland. 
Some  of  these  later  came  to  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  about  1735  and  one  was 
the  great  grandfather  of  Gen.  John  Cunningham  Kelton,  the  soldier  and 
author  of  a  treatise  on  military  affairs.  They  came  here  in  great  numbers, 
for  the  Census  of  1790  gives  twenty-one  heads  of  families  of  the  name 
in  Massachusetts;  four  for  Rhode  Island;  one  for  Pennsylvania;  two  for 
North  Carolina;  and  one  for  South  Carolina.  Dr.  Claude  Kelton,  who 
served  six  years  in  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  U.S.  Army,  says  that  the 
records  at  Washington  show  that  the  U.S.  Army  has  had  Kelton  recruits 
from  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union.  Also  that  the  name  has  not  been 
missing  from  the  record  a  single  year  since  1776.” 

(From  “Southern  Notable  Families”  by  Zell  Armstrong,  Vol.  II  1922.) 

One  hundred  years  have  passed  since  Dwight  H.  Kelton  sent  my 
grandfather,  Fernando  Cortez  Kelton,  a  letter  outlining  his  (F.C.K.’s) 
ancestors.  Nearly  70  years  have  passed  since  the  printing  of  his  “Kelton 
Family  Items.”  The  last  entry  in  that  pamphlet  concerning  my  direct 
line  of  descent  is  on  page  six  as  follows:  “Par.  17,  vii,  (1)  Fernando 
Cortez  (Kelton)  b.  in  Calais,  Vt.,  Feb.  11,  1812.  He  d.  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  May  12,  1866.  Seven  children:  five  sons,  and  two  daughters.”  I 
believe  it  desirable  to  preserve  and  give  wider  distribution  to  the  original 
work  by  reprinting  it  and  to  carry  forward  the  information  of  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  Fernando  Cortez  Kelton  and  his  wife  Sophia  Langdon  Stone 
Kelton. 
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As  the  youngest  son  of  Frank  C.  Kelton,  who  was  the  youngest  son 
of  Fernando  C.,  family  records  and  photographs  have  gradually  come 
into  my  hands  as  well  as  information  from  Anna,  Arthur  H.  (through 
his  son  Frank  Cortez),  Edwin  (through  his  daughters,  Ella  Hubbell, 
Laura  Brace  Pierson,  and  Grace  Kelton),  and  Frank  C.  and  my  mother. 
My  mother  lived  to  over  one  hundred  years  of  age.  She  was  an  incom¬ 
parable  source  of  information  as  to  the  various  branches  of  the  Kelton 
family  over  a  long  period  of  time. 

The  items  given  herein  have  been  carefully  checked  and  are  believed 
by  me  to  be  correct.  It  is  hoped  that  this  addendum  will  provide  a  con¬ 
nection  with  the  past  generations  as  Dwight  H.  Kelton’s  work  did  for 
the  period  from  1695  to  1895.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  follow  any 
of  the  Kelton  lines  except  that  one  leading  directly  from  Fernando 
Cortez.7  In  the  early  1950’s  my  brother,  Stanton  C.  Kelton,  visited  the 
old  home  of  our  third  great  grandfather  James5  in  Warwick,  Mass,  and 
found  it  still  in  the  possession  of  Keltons.  I  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
help  I  have  received  from  him  and  from  many  others  of  the  family, 
which  has  made  this  compilation  possible.

Jan.  6,  1841,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
Sophia  Langdon  Stone,  daughter  of  John  Stone11  ( Capt .  John,10 
Col.  Jesse,9  Hezekiah,8  Nathaniel,7  Elder  John,6  Dea.  Gregory,5 
David,4  Symon,3  David,2  and  Symon 1  [of  Bromley,  Essex,  England] 
[made  will  May  12,  1506])  and  his  wife,  Lora  Parish.  Sophia  L. 
Stone  was  born  in  Worthington,  Mass.,  Sept.  5,  1819,  and  d.  Jan. 
6,  1888,  Columbus,  Ohio.  Fernando  Cortez  moved  to  Columbus, 
Ohio,  in  1833,  where  he  was  a  prominent  wholesale  dry  goods 
merchant  for  over  a  third  of  a  century.  In  1852  he  built  the  sedate 
Kelton  house  at  586  E.  Town  St.  which  is  still  (1962)  standing. 
The  house,  which  at  times  has  been  the  property  of  various  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Kelton  family,  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  gran- 
daughters,  Mrs.  Wm.  D.  Pierson  and  Miss  Grace  Kelton.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  on  May  11,  1866,  a  committee  of  prominent 
business  men  met  and  passed  the  following  resolution:  “Resolved: 
That  we  have  heard  with  profound  sorrow  of  the  demise  of  our 
friend  and  fellow-citizen  —  F.  C.  Kelton  —  one  of  the  most  enter¬ 
prising  of  our  merchants  and  who  has  long  maintained  a  foremost 
position  in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  our  community,  Resolved: 
That  by  a  course  of  undeviating  integrity  in  the  possession  of  an 
extensive  business  through  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  eventful 
years,  he  had  established  for  himself  a  character  for  honest  enter¬ 
prise  and  fair  dealing  and  identified  himself  with  the  healthful 
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growth  and  solid  enterprise  of  our  city.  Resolved:  That  while  we 
bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  fiat  of  Almighty  God  by  whom 
our  neighbor  and  friend  has  been  removed  from  our  midst,  and 
while  we  desire  in  this  their  hour  of  great  affliction  to  mingle  with 
the  grief  of  the  stricken  family  our  heart-felt  sympathies,  we  would 
derive  consolation  from  the  reflection  that  he  goes  to  his  final  audit 
without  a  stain  upon  his  honor  or  a  taint  of  suspicion  upon  his 
character.  Resolved:  That  in  token  of  our  respect  for  the  memory 
of  the  deceased,  we  will  attend  his  funeral  tomorrow;  and  that  it 
will  be  suggested  to  the  merchants  and  business  houses  of  Columbus 
to  close  their  stores  and  places  of  business  from  one  to  four  P.M. 
tomorrow.  Resolved:  That  the  city  papers  be  requested  to  publish 
the  fore- going  resolutions. 

On  motion  of  Geo.  G.  Thompson,  the  meeting  then  adjourned.

The  newspaper  continued  with  the  following  remarks :  “Fernando 
Cortez  Kelton  came  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1833,  when  quite  a 
young  man,  and  had  been  in  business  here  for  a  third  of  a  century. 
He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  wholesale  business,  having  opened  the 
first  establishment  for  dry-goods  in  the  city.  It  was  the  spring  or 
source  from  which  other  wholesale  houses  have  sprung  into  exis¬ 
tence,  contributing  immensely  to  the  business,  wealth,  and  pros¬ 
perity  of  our  city.  The  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  a  fall 
from  the  third  story  window  of  Gwynn  Block,  his  place  of  business. 
The  primary  cause  of  that  fall  was  injuries  received  on  the  head 
during  his  late  journey  to  Mississippi  for  the  remains  of  his  son 
Oscar,  who  had  fallen  in  the  Rebellion  at  Guntown,  Mississippi, 
two  years  before.  A  meeting  was  held  after  the  death  of  F.  C.  Kel¬ 
ton,  by  the  merchants  and  business  men,  and  resolutions  passed 
expressive  of  respect  for  deceased,  and  sympathy  with  his  family. 
During  the  funeral  the  business  houses  of  the  city  were  closed.”
